The man neither returned 
thanks nor berated them for their 
seeming harshness. They saw him 
reach his wagon, they saw him

Printing doTeraiuent Money. 

For the finst time since the new 
financial law became effective, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
begins to recover from the stress of 
work which that measure brought 
to it. Although, sttya the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the St. 
Louis Globe Democrat, the force of 
men continue to work night and day 
in relays, and there is still a gooJl 
demand for skilled engravers. 
Assistant Secret^iry Vanderlip, who 
has direct charge of the printing of 
the government's money, says that 
orders for money are now on file for 
only 300 banks, while but a short 
time ago the burt^au was behind on 
orders of 1 ,000 banks. Last week 
the records for printing government 
money was broken as the engravers 
turned out 10,5 plates. Some idea 
of what this records means is to be 
gained from the fact that until the 
present rush a reconi of from fifteen 
to twenty plates per month was con- 
sidered a good one. The meaning 
of the word "plate," as u.sed in the 
Ti-easury Department, is not 
altogether clear to the layman. 
Each plate has engraved upori it the 
lines on one side of four hank notes, 
and in many cases the denominations 
of the four on each plate are dif- 
ferent. The word, as used in the 
department, also includes an other 
plate for the other side of each of 
the four no*ea. The present rate at 
which the plates atid notes are being 
turned out indicates that the work 
of the bureau will be completed 
within a period of three weeks. 
However, there is no intention on 
the part of the government to reduce 
the force of men by discltarges or 
furlouirhs. The demand for money 
and bonds is expected to be greater 
from this lime forward, and by 
continuinu the work a sufiicient 
stock will be accumulated to prevent 
a repetition of extraordinary efforts 
which have been necessary to meet 
the lecent unusual demands. This 
stock, of course, will not include 
completed bonds or notes, but will 
be ill the shape of fancy cornei-s, 
border^, mi>pallions, .s<'roll8 and 
corabinatior.s of intricat<> flourishes, 
which can be used to advantuge in 
making up bonds or notes when 
future ordei-s are placed with 
the bureau. 

. The present demand upon the 
bureau is a direct outgrowth of two 
features of the new financial law 
pa,ssed at the last session of Con- 
gress One of these permitted the 
organization of national banks with 
a capitalization of not over $25,000, 
and the other prohibited the banks 
from having more than third of their 
authorized circulation in bills of Ihe 
five-dollar denomination. Im- 
mediately after the law became 
effective the reports of the Comp- 
troller of Cureiicy showed that banks 
of small capitalization in nearly 
every State in the Union were 
organized. At the same lime the 
other national banks were obliged 
to call in much of their five-dollai 
circulation and ask the government 
to replace it with bills of larger 
denomination. The bureau has 
gather»Ml the largest force of expert 
engravers which has ever l>een as- 
sombled at the capital. The cities 
of New York, St. Ix)ui3, Philadel- 
hia and Chicago, were drawn upon 
for these men, and all were given 
excellent salaries and liberal over- 
time for their night work when the 
the shifts changed. 

The demand has also been great 
for the fine gratle of p.^per which is 
used for the printing of notes and 
which is secured at only one place 
in the United Stales. Murray 
Crane, (governor of Massachusetts, 
is proprietor of the mills which 
furnish this paper. He reports 
that he has been able to meet the 
extra demands ujwn his mills with- 
out trouble because of the peculiar 
conditions which have gi-own up in 
recent years at Dalton, Miixsachu 
setts, where his mills are l(X«ated. 
The mills were started immediately 
after the Revolutionary period, and 
reached goodly proportions in the 
first of the nineteenth century. 
They were run by Governor Crane's 
grandfather, then by his father, 
and now bv the governor himself 



The employes in the mills are now 
the third generation of the employes 
of Grandfather Crane. Althoiigh 
the growth of the mills has been 
great, it has not kept pace with the 
growth of the colony of operatives 
who have Kwked to it for employ- 
ment during the past century. 
Ctov. Ctane found it necessary when 
the children of his old operatives 
n>fu.sed to find emplopment else- 
where to erect a lai-ge shoe factory, 
in which the surplus were employ- 
ed. This factory has been in opera- 
tion for the past two or three years, 
but has not prove<l a paying ven- 
ture. A majority of its employes 
are also skilled papermakers, so just 
in proiMirtion as the demands of the 
government have increased the 
force of the employes in the shoe 
factory have decreased and their 
attrition turned to papermaking. 
No one has ever been able to sup- 
plant Governor Crane in furnishing 
the government paper. He makes 
only the finest grade of commercial 
paper and all the paper used by the 
government. 

Early in the Cleveland adminia- 
tration the Democrats who took 
charge of the Treasury Department 
decided that they would take the 
contract away from Mr. Crane, and 
every papermaker in the United 
States was notified of the time 
when the contract was to he award- 
ed and of the conditions under 
which it would be furnished and 
the grade required. It was deemed 
certain that the contract would not 
go to Mr. Crane. When the bids 
were opened there was but one 
other beside that of Mr. Crane, and 
it was much in excess of any thing 
the government had paid' for its 
paiier in the past. The then comp- 
troller of the currency visited the 
secretary of the treasnery and ex- 
pres8e<< the positive belief that Mr. 
Crane had been instrumental in 
keeping other bidders out of the 
field, the intimation being that he 
had used large sums of money for 
this purpo.se. In the investigation 
which followed Mr. Crane learned 
of the charge which had l>een made 
against him, and came post haste 
to Washington. He is a man of 
exceedingly gentle and kind ways, 
and possesses rare polish and cul- 
ture. He visited the secretary of 
the treasury, and in the mildest 
way pt)8sible said that the charge 
which was made against him would 
have to be publicly withdrawn by 
the comptroller of the currency, or 
else he would refuse to furnish the 
government with any more paper. 
At first this threat on the part of 
Mr. Crane was received as a humor- 
ous one. But soon the government 
olBcialB realized what it meant when 
they found it was impossible to 
secur«> pafter elsewhere, and finally 
the public statement thai Mr. Crane 
desired was made and the govern- 
ment contract was handed to him 
with all posible grace. He has re- 
i:iini'(1 it since.

It has been decidetl lij- the Stand- 
ing Executive Commilte of the 
Convention to accept the viry 
cordial invitation of the authorities 
of the Le Couteulx St. Mary's 
Institution for the Impiroved In- 
struction of Deaf-Mutes to hold the 
next meeting of the Convention at 
Buffalo, New York, and within 
the walls of the Institution. 

The Convention will be called to 
order at eight o' clock in the even- 
ing of Tuesday, July 2d, 1901, when 
adresses of welcome and responses 
will be made. The Sisters in 
charge of the Institution will be 
happy to jirovide for the entertain- 
ment of one hundred ladies, at the 
very reasonable charge of one 
dollar per day. Sister M. Dositheus 
has deen appointed Local Commit- 
tee of Arranut^ments, iind to her due 
notice of purpose to take advantage 
of the offer just mentioned should be 
given. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the accommodation of male inem- 
bersof the Convention, and oihersin 
excess of the Institution, at Statler's 
I^an-American Hotel, now in proecss 
of construction, very near the prin- 
cipal entrance to the P^xposition 
grounds.

From the Alabama Messenoer. 

The Januar-y Annals nives up 
twenty-thr'o pages to "A Study of 
file i>eaf," by Prof. T. Savary 
Pearce, of the Medi<!0-Chirur'L'ical 
ColIex<» fif Philadcdphia. So far as 
the paper rlcals with the results of 
anatomical and pathological obser- 
vation made by the author, it must 
have a high value, and certainly 
it would be presumptuous in a lay- 
man to i>ff(!r any criticisms. Oi:e 
peculiarity which Prof. Pearce 
notes, and which we do not i-emeni- 
bor to have seen mentioned before, 
is the lar-go number of cases in 
which the palatal arches are 
alinormally hiyh. The proportion 
of such cases he finds to be 30 per 
cent of the whole anion!; the boys, 
and 15 (Q 15 per cent ?) among tJie 
iritis ex.imined. He remarks as 
previous observers have done, that 
ihe averager che>t expansion is less 
I hail the normal "in iiorhaii.H 50 per 
cent of the pupils examined." This 
is generally attributed to the lack 
of «U(di vig<uous ]>lay as the luiu!s 
of hearing children (jet in the 
boisterous shouting which ac- 
companies their s|)orts, but Dr. 
Pearce names, quite positively, th" 
less obvious (faiise "obstructions in 
ihe pharynx." But in schools 
wher-e deaf children r-ecoive sys- 
tematic physical tiainiii(f, we be- 
lieve that mensiir'tfinents coiiliniied 
year aftcrr year have shown that 
alioiif all the juipils, olistriicted 
pilars nges to the contrnry notwith- 
standing, reach as high a slandar-d 
in this line as the same number of 
luiaring j)ersoris would. 

In i-egard to circulation. Dr. 
Pearce delei-ted no tnomalieH ol 
the heart ill the 170 cases wliich he 
studied, but he found the action of 
the heart in many cases "irritable, 
bounding, and cfisily modific-d by 
the impressionistic side of life." 

We may mention here that, in 
the examination of somewhat over 
100 deaf pupils, Dr. Win. S. Labor 
of Trenton, N. J., found that a 
large proportion of Ihem, while a|)- 
pai-ently in perfect health, showed 
a temporatui-e notably above the 
normal, 

Dr, Pearce finds that "tint 
miincle seuKc is much auumented in 
the deaf," and to this he thinks it 
is due that fhey are enabled to 
stand steadily even when the 
disease of the internal ear ought, 
to make this iiii- 



work, from ei«lit to eleven lessons. 
" Nice artistic finish " is hardly to 
be expected, even from normal 
youth, at that stage of the izame. 
We should like to have the work of 
the caliinet-makirig clas.ses in the 
Miclii:;an, the Clark and the Wis- 
consin schools, the pres-iwork on the 
Lone Star Wecikly, the Ment^)r and 
the Silent Worker, the Sloyd work 
of the Horace Mann School — to 
name only a few instances, compar- 
ed with similar work by hearing 
pupils. ' 

Dr Pearce makes the instructive 
suggestion that the cases of fairly 
intiliigent chiblren who are "dumb 
but not deaf" may be due to hy- 
steria. We .«-hould be ylad to learn 
from compelenf authority, whether 
or not tbe conditions wliich obtain 
in cases of aphasia, might exist 
from birth, and if so whether they 
would not produce " duniliness" 
without <leafness. If is a little sur- 
prising to read that in "all" the 
deaf " the human boily is lacking 
in highest attainment." When we 
think of " the attainments of the 
human" hand in executing the 
paintings of Humphrey Moore, of 
the feats of si length united with 
skill performed on the baseball 
field by Hoy, and in bicycling by the 
late Mr. Stout, i-emeihbering that 
the only moilern engraver of gems 
who has equalled the work of the 
ancient artists is a German deaf- 
mule, we are inclined to ask 
"what more the gentleman would 
have" in the way of " attainments 
of the human body." If all this 
does not satisfy him, we play our 
highest trump by mentioning 
" Deaf Burke," who was for years 
the champion of the British prize- 
ting, whom, as Oliver Wendell 
Holmes says, " Nature hud depriv- 
ed of the sense of hearinj.i', that he 
might not be overwhelmed by the 
sound of his own praises,"

THE END C/VME ALMOST 
SUDDEN 



Another Death— And the News 
of the Week.

Death has once more entei'ed our 
rankb and borne r<> the land from 
whtMice no one returns, a beloved 
sister. On Wednesday, .lanuary 
lOih, 1901, Mrs Margaret Vaii 
Court, window of tire late Chris- 
topher Van Court, died at her home. 
111!) Ogden Street, the immediate 
cause being rheumatism of the 
heart Alihough tottering with 
ag<«, having just rounded her 78th 
.Vcai, she was still able to go about 
with care until her sudden collapse 
on the evening of the above date. 
That evening she ate a hearty 
meal. At nearly 8 o'clock, while 
in tln^ company of her son. Mr. 
Josej)h C Van Court, who, as 
though he were guided by l*rovi- 
dence, felt slightly indisposed and 
sent his wife out to attend lo some 
business for him, a sudden illness 
overtook her an<l in a short time 
her spirit had fled. 

Mrs. Van Court was one of the 
oldest and most widely known and 
resp<'cted deaf of this community. 
She attended the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
when it was located at 11th and 
Market Streets, where the Bingham 
House now stands, in the 
" thirties." In her younger days 
she and her husband took an active 
.■ind prominent part in the affairs of 
the deaf of this city. The Clei-c 
Literary Associrtion, an old and 
flourishing branch T>f All Souls' 
Mission lo the Deaf, was the out- 
growth of a meeting held at the 
the house of the Van Courts. She 
was a communicant of All Souls' 
Church for the Deaf, a member of 
the Pastoral Aid Society, and of the 
Clerc Literary Association, in all of 
which she took more than ordinary 
interest. Her devotion toAIl Souls' 
Church during the past twelve 
years of its existence was unsurpass- 
ed by any one. Every Saturday 
she would go down to the church 
and see to its pi'eparation for the 
following day. She continued 
steadfastly in tlrus giving her time 
iuid lal'or, up to the Saturday pre- 
ceding her demise. 

Of a quiet and unassuming dis- 
position, with a beautiful character, 
she was above all a sincere Chris- 
tian and altende(l I he services at All 
Souls' very regularly. Of her it 
may be truly said tliat she made the 
chuich her home. She left an ex- 
ample on church attendance which 
is admirable. While many of us, 
yet in the piinn* of life and robust 
enoui.'h||to brave any kind of weath- 
er, would shrink from iroing to 
church bocau.se the weather was not 
to our likinir, this old lady, so en- 
feebled by age as to necessitate the 
support of a cane, would bo seen in 
her accustomed place at service. 
" O, W(unan, great is thy faith," 

Mrs Van Court was born No- 
vember 84th, 1822 She was a 
widow for over twenty-iMRht years 
Her husband was a hou.se painter 
by trade, and was employed at the 
Navy Yard for eight years, his 
death occurring in July, 1872, at 
rt!) years of age. Her son, Jo.seph 
C, with whom she had l»een living, 
learned his father's trade and s'ill 
pursues It, l)eing also aide to con- 
verse freely with Ihe sign laniriiage. 
He and one daughter, Mrs Sallie I. 
Wilson, of Eugene, Oreuoii, sur- 
viv»< her.

The Western 
School asks for a much larger sum 
than formerly, tmt the extra 
amount is undoubtetily intended 
for new buildings to replace th(>se 
destroyed by Ihe fire of 1899, The

support,
